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SUPERINTENDENTS   REPORT 

To  the  Acworth  School  Board  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

I  have  enjoyed  the  helpfulness  and  patience  of  the 
School  Board,  the  cooperation  of  the  parents  and  towns- 
people, the  seriousness  of  purpose  of  the  teachers  and  the 
steadfastness  of  purpose  and  friendliness  of  the  pupils.  In 
such  an  atmosphere  education  should  continue  to  pro- 
gress. 

Acworth  is  very  fortunate  in  having  competent  and 
able  experienced  teachers  and  under  their  guidance 
progress  is  steady. 

The  transpoitation  situation  has  been  very  unsatis- 
factory this  year.  One  whole  section  of  town  has  been  de- 
nied the  privilege  of  attending  school  regularly  and  an- 
other section  has  fe^t  that  a  hardship  has  been  imposed 
upon  them.  There  should  be  some  solution  to  these  con- 
ditions if  everyone  concerned  is  willing  to  give  his  whole- 
hearted cooperation.  One  of  the  difficulties  seems  to  lie 
m  the  fact  that  the  Alstead  schools  are  in  a  diff'erent  Su- 
pervisory Union  from  the  Acworth  schools  and,  hence, 
coordination  of  policy  is  more  difficult. 

It  is  very  commendable  that  Acworth  should  be 
among  the  few  towns  that  pay  for  the  transportation  of 
its  high  school  pupils.  In  towns  where  no  transportation 
is  provided,  the  rate  of  drop-outs  in  high  school  is  ap- 
pallingly high.  It  seems  a  pity  that  this  bus  problem 
should  exist  when  its  solution  means  so  much  to  the  fu- 
ture of  the  youngsters  of  the  town. 

The  decision  to  keep  the  Center  School  open  has  proved 
to  be  a  wise  one.  I  feel,  however,  that  better  educational 
opportunity  would  be  provided  if  an  arrangement  could 
be  made  whereby  one  teacher  were  to  teach  the  primary 
grades  and  a  second  teach  the  intermed  ate  grades.  There 
would  be  less  of  a  burden  on  the  teachers  and  the  compe- 
tition and  extra  attention  that  could  be  given  the  pupils 
should  prove  to  be  very  beneficial.

There  is  before  the  legislature  a  State  Aid  bill  that, 
if  passed,  would  mean  an  increase  to  the  town  of  Acworth 
of  about  two  thousand  dollars.  This  would  provide  much 
needed  assistance  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  town.  The  edu- 
cational needs  of  the  pupils  throughout  the  whole  state 
should  be  able  to  be  met  more  fully  if  the  plan  as  pro- 
posed by  our  new  commissioner  is  accepted. 

Realizing  that  the  costs  of  all  departments  of  the 
town  are  increasing  and  that  the  taxpayers  are  interested 
in  keeping  the  tax  rate  as  low  as  possible,  every  effort  to 
curtail  unnecessary  expenses  in  the  schools  is  being  made. 
However,  we  should  realize  that  the  education  of  our 
children  is  an  investment  in  the  future  and  necessary  ex- 
penses are  justifiable.
